THE  COLLEGE  has  a  music  faculty  who  are  all  graduates, 
four  of  them  holding  diplomas  from  the  Royal  Conservatory 
of  Leipsic. 

THE  COLLEGE  has  the  oldest  high-graded  music  course  in 
Georgia;  it  offers  exceptional  advantages  in  voice  culture, 
harmony,  piano,  pipe-organ  (with  electric  motor). 

THE  COLLEGE  has  pupils'  recitals  in  music  (and  expression  l 
every  two  weeks  during  the  session;  pupils  lose  no  time  in 
making  special  preparation  for  commencement. 

THE  COLLEGE,  considering  its  instructional  advantages,  has 
cheaper  rates  than  other  colleges  of  similar  grade. 
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THE  COLLEGE  uniform,  neat  but  inexpensive,  saves  expen- 
ditures for  "Sunday  clothes"  and  "commencement  dresses."

THE  COLLEGE  is  the  only  Methodist  college  for  girls  within 
the  bounds  of  the  North  Georgia  Conference. 

THE  COLLEGE  has  sent  out  more  missionaries,  in  proportion 
to  enrollment,  than  any  other  school  in  Southern  Method- 
ism, its  graduates  being  now  at  work  in  Cuba,  Porto  Rico, 
Mexico,  China,  and  Brazil.
